It  looks  like  there  was  a mix  up  in  data  and  PDFs.  I hope  my  explanation  below  sheds  some 
light  on  the  “missing”  files. 


The  Upper  Animas  Cement  Creek  index  (it  was  sent  out  by  someone  else  in  March  or  April)  is 
comprised  of  documents  from  at  least  two  separate  sites:  the  Upper  Animas  and  the  Upper 
Cement  Creek  sites.  Some  of  the  documents  are  already  in  your  possession  as  they  were  on 
either  the  Upper  Animas  or  Upper  Cement  Creek  index  (which  I sent  out),  some  are  waiting  on 
Paula’s  review  and  most  of  them  are  data  packages.  There  are  also  a few  privileged  records 
that  should  not  have  been  on  the  list.  The  Record  Center  will  not  provide  those  to  you.
